The time for tin* race was much 
slower than 1:14. Kingston was a mighty race- 
liiirsc, and if kept f«*r .si*rinting exclusively would 
have bt'en a phenomenon. 

There is lu* better judge of a thoroughbred or his 
speed than the veteran trainer. John Iluggins. wlu» 
raced quarter horses in liis youth throughout the 
S4>uth and Southwest. He afterward trained The 
Bard and many other great horses in this country, 
and Momul up his honorable can*er in England by 
Avinning the Derby and other classics for Messrs. 
Lorillard and Whitney. He saw the fastest sprint- 
ers in England when they Avere at their best. Dur- 
ing one of his visits to the Fnited States the quest- 
ion of the speed of English rai'ehorses came up, ami 
the names of Eager, Rojal Flush and others that 
W4*re prominent at that time W’ere mentioned. 

“Are they faster than Kingston M'as at his best’?” 
S4)in4*lM»4ly asked. 

Without a moment’s hesitation Huggins replieil: 
“No. and I never suav a horse that was faster 
than Kingston,” 

Yet mighty as Kingston was. he liA'ed in the 
shadow of Ham>ver. a horse that could beat him 
4*A'er any distam-e of ground. Hanover M’as great 
on the nice <*oiirse. but mightier still in the stud. 
Kingston ami Hanover AA'ere Avholly unlike. The 
former Mas a horse of sm-h faultless action that he 
nu*4*4l until nine years of age and then retired to 
the stud as souml as the day he M'as born. He 
4-4*ulil Im* pla<*ed at any spot in a rac«. and Mc- 
laiugiiliii, M'ho n>d4* liim Mheii he M'as at his best, 
has said that ho hail the most perfect disposition 
4*f any horse the DM'yer confederacy ever oM’ned. 
Hanover, on the other hand, was an impetuous 
ruslier that the moment the flag fell took the lead 
and galloped his opiMuieuts groggy. A climbing - 
gaited horse, the son of Hindoo gave the appearance 
of la!x>ring, but no route M'as too long for him 
and his speed M'as remarkable, though for one 
breathless effort it did not approach that of his 
soberer stable companion. Kingston. 

Had this horse lived out the usual span in the 
stud his family Avoiilil have been greater than it is.

I’lie Douglas Park meeting opens 
tin* loial r.icing season on .Monday. Si*ptcml«*r IS. 
and covi*rs a period of «*iglit racing ilays. wimling 
up on 3'uesda.v. S«’pteinlH*r 26. which will In* the 
date of the running of the eiip rare, whieh will In* 
at two miles in disianee. The stake this year 
should draw a fim* array of horses in ages ranging 
from thrce-yejir olds up to tin* real vi*t»*rans of 
the turf. It elosos for entries, as do all the otlier 
stake races for the fall meeting on Friday, Au- 
gust 1''^. 

3’liere are many horses now in training that are 
available to run in races of tin* <listan«-e of the 
I„onisville Cup. Reeent imiM-rtations from Eng- 
laml and France add interest to tin* fall rai*es ov»*r 
a long distance of ground to U* run in Kentucky, 
the lionisvilb* Cup Isdiig the first of these big races 
in date of rnmiing. 

'file Louisville t'ltp Iwing at a distance of two 
miles is over a route of ground that has marked 
the running of races whK*h fill many pages of 
interesting turf history. Some few old-timers who 
are still patrons of the race track recall readily 
many stirring rontests at two miles between Imrses 
that will live forever in the racing guides. It was 
at this distance that the famous 'Frue Blue and 
tin* scarcely less distinguished Hubbard fought their 
famous duel at Sar.atoga in 1872. when for the first 
time two miles was run in better tiinn 3:33. The 
last quarter of that race the sons res|>eitively of 
Lexington and Planet, fought out every foot of the 
ground inch by inch, and it was only the suiierior 
jorkeyship of <;eorge BarlM>«‘ tliat enabled True 
Bine to g4*t his nose in front in the final stride 
of the great race. It was a two-iiiilo race that set 
the seal of gr(*atness on the mighty Falsetto, when 
:it that distam*e. he lowered the colors of that sn- 
iwrior rais* liors«* .spendthrift, after he hail lieaten 
the latter at a mile and tliree-qe.arters. It was 
then that P. I..orill:ird paid a huge sum for the son 
of Enquirer and sent him to England to race in the 
great cups of that land as a four-year-old. 'riie 
horse Went wrong in Kngl:tnd and never raced there, 
but was ri'turni'd to liis native laml to make a rei*- 
ord in the stud as a sire of brilli.int racers, not ex - 
eelled by a.'i.v horse of bis time. Of all the brilliant 
races captured by Fitz llerl*4*rt, one of the i liam- 
pioiis of reeent years on the turf, his two-mile race, 
when he be;»t all records up to th:it time, will iK*r- 
liajis ever add the ihief glory to his name as a 
wonderful raie horse. 

'rin* coming meeting at Douglas Park, featured 
by such ;iii event .is the Louisville Cup. is sure 
to Ih* highly suciessful. M.in.iger Haclinieister con- 
tinues all the other usual stake races for tiie 
antiniin meeting ;:ud on days when no staki* race 
is dei idi'd. there will )ie feature purses and haiidi- 
eaps ill overnight ra<-es tliat will make each day 
of the meeting a real holiday of sport. 

'Flu* Douglas Park plant is tod;iy one of the 
most beautiful in tin* west and inijiroved facilitii*s 
to reach the ooiirse in reeent years has made it 
more a<*eessible l;i the lienrt of the city. 'Flic 
racing there will In* of the highest class, featured 
by a card of races to wliiel: no purse of less than 
.<♦560 is offered by the Doiigl.is Park Jockey Club, 
it is the youngest of all the liig Kentucky race 
trai ks in years, but it tdays second fiddle to none 
in its otTeVings of up-to-date racing attractions,

but with a limited |n*iiod at .MeGratliiana lK*fure 
he had to In? destroyed he founded a elan that has 
made turf history here and abroad. His daughters 
are exceptionally famous. It was his grand- 
daughter. Rlimla B.. by The ('otnnioiier. whieh pro- 
duced Orby. Rieliard Croker’s Derby winner, and 
she eontiiined to throw good performers, her daugh- 
ter. Rlioiloni. lieing a classic winner for the one- 
time Tammany iliieftain. 

If the average man who has followed raeing for 
tliiny years or more would lx* askeil to name a 
IMTiod when the Ciiited States had the greatest 
number of goiwl horses racing be would undoubtedly 
favor the decade in wiiieli Salvator. Isnigstrei*!. 
'Fenny. Firenze. 'Fea Tray. The Bard. Raeeland. Sir 
Dixon. Emiieror of Norfolk. Enrus, Hanover. King- 
ston. Bella B.. Prince Royal. Fidi*s. Riley. ITin tor 
Knott, Basliford. Azra. Volante. Prime Minister. 
Los Angeles. 'I'erra t'ott*i. Exile. Elkwoixl and a 
hundred others lived. 

Around the first -named there has lieen :i glamour 
and he will always have the rt*putation of having 
lH*en a gn*at race horse. He was lieaten only ome 
as a two-year-old. when PriM*tor Knott lie:ided him 
in the initial Futurity. As a three -year -old lie 
achieved great distinction, winning the Realization 
at one niib* and five furlongs with 122 pounds up 
and eoiieeding lumps of weight to Tenny and laing- 
street. He only lost one race that year 1 18891, 
when Longstreet. carrying 118 iKiniids, won the 
Omnibus Stakes at one and a half miles. Salvator 
bad 123 |iounds up and was lH*ateii for second place 
by Proctor Knott, to which he was giving two 
pounds by the scale. It was after this race that 
the Dwyer Brothers ofTeml to niateli Ijongsitreet 
against him for :?20.(MK). These w-ere Salvator’s 
only defeats and his victory in the Suburban in 
1891. when he packed 127 pounds and lieat Tenny. 
Longstreet. Raeeland and others, placed him at 
the top of the tree. 

Longstreet was a goinl horse as four-year-old. 
but a still greater one at five when lie won sixti*en 
out of eighteen starts, while Firenze of the mares 
of that periiMl will never lie forgotten, though in 
the stud slie w’as a comparative failure. )irodiie!iig 
only one fair horse — (;eorge Kessler, when mated 
with Salvator. Firenze eonld slionlder 130 ixuinds 
and win over a long distance of ground and she 
was ipiite as great an idol as her French prototype. 
Basse Fointe. also a small mare, which won the 
Prix de Consell Municipal with 139% iNinnds up. 
'I'liis race was at a mile and a half, but Basse 
Pointe was wont to carry sm h weights up to three 
miles. 

Staying is a quality wliieh is admin*d the world 
over in the thoroughbred . If we are to develiqi 
niares of the type of Firenze we must have mon* 
races over a long journey. Tliose well known train- 
ers Thomas Welch and A. J. Joyner, who siieiit 
years abroad, the former in France and tin* latter 
in England, are Ixitli on rei*ord as favoring the 
methods by which those countries abroad have de- 
veloped tlieir horses, and Mr. Joyner’s rc(*ent sug- 
gestion that there should 1 h* at le.ist one nice a 
d.iy at one mile jind a quarter or over is a goml 
one. If the Jockey Club should set the seal of its 
approvel upon this program trainers would sjieedily 
find that different methods in training would re- 
veal the presence of stayers in some of their sprint- 
ing division. 

In the period w’hen Salvator. Ixngstreet. The 
Bard and other great horses existed we had any 
nnmlK*r of stayers and with conditions similar to 
those which obtained at tliat time when most of the 
big prizes were at a mile and a quarter, or over 
we could have them again. A large number of 
the presi'iit day breeders favor the placing of these 
tests once more uimui our progranies and all honor 
is due to the Westchester Raeing Association for 
reviving the Lawrence Memorial, one of the few 
rem.iining tests for three-year-olds. 

Another period when gixid American race horses 
were numerous may liest )h* referred to as the Dom- 
ino- Dobbins- Henry of Navarre era. It was the 
day of Clifford. Sir Walter. Ornament. St. Florian, 
Don Alonzo. (Henmoyii.e, Banquet. Yorkville Belle. 
Correetion. Ajax. Hornpiiie. Requital. Rey El Santa 
.Vnita. 'Famiiiany, Lamplighter and St. Leonards, 
Domino was a phenomenal two -year -old. winning 
all of his races with tin* exception of his s4*nsa- 
tional dead heat with Dobbins. His greatest feat 
was perhaps winning the Futurity with 130 pounds 
up. 'Fill* fact Hiat Dobbins was only lieaten a head 
by Gallee, wliicli finished at Domino’s throat latch, 
undoubtedly influenced Richard Croker. who owned 
Dobbins, to match the son of Mr. Pickwick against 
tlie Keene champion. Michael F. Dwyer had half 
of -Mr. Croker’s stable and John Hunter shared 

in Mr. Keene’s ^lO.tKMl, the Coney Island Jockey 

Club adding $2,300. 

'Fhere never was a more desperate contest than 
when this pair of ganieeoeks met on August 31. 
1893. 'I’liey ran locked from the start and. despite 
the splendid jockeyship of 'Faral and Simms. Inith 
of whom were then in the zenith of their careers, 
the colts tottered over the finishing line on even 
terms. Domino won every other start he made that 
season, and put up all sorts of inqsists. 3'he show- 
ing he made was really plieiiomenal. and through 
it all he had Hie fire and determination whieli, 

when transmitted to his progeny, made them equally 
great. 'Faral rode him in all his starts, and this 
terrific finisher, who could use a whip with more 
force than any other jockey we ever had with the 
exception of Garrison, no doubt helped materially 
in many tight finishes in keeping Domino’s nose in 
front. Domino finally got to hate him so thor- 
oughly that every time lie Iieard the jockey’s voice 
back would go his ears. Finall.v an attendant 
had to hold his lianil over the great horse’s eyes 
while 'Faral was mounting. It would not be too 
extravagent prai.se to characterize Domino as the 
equal of any two-year-old that ever raeed in the 
United States. His tieerless grandson t'olin. did 
not litive as powerful opposition to overcome when 
he swept the field some years later. 

As a three-year-old Domino liegan anspieiously. 
and gave no evidence that his many hard raees 
as a two-year-old had hurt him. He finally 
met Henry of Navarre at equal weights for a 
$3,IM)0 special at one mile and an eighth at Sheeps- 
head Ba.v. Henry of Navarre, a sterling son of 
Knight of Ellerslie and Moss Rose, was one of the 
must popular horses of his time, but it w'as thought 
that Domino could lM*at him at any distance up to 
a mile and an eighth. Navarre, however, dead- 
heated the crack from the Keene stable, and subse- 
quently gave Iwitli Clifford, a siieed.v lioi*se. and 
Domino a sound Ix'ating over tin* mile and an 
eighth route. 

Henry of Navarre was a first-class race horse, 
and in Hie colors of Byron McClelland and subse- 
quently in those of August Belmont, who at that 
period raced in the name of the Blemton Stables, 
in* ran splendid rai*es. 

'Flic Suburban of 1896 gave him an opixirtiinity 
to demonstrate liis gn*atness when he shoiildereil 
129 pounds and lK*at 'Fhe Commoner, Clifford. Bel- 
mar. Sir Walter and others, eoneeding his op]Kin- 
ents all the way from three to nineteen imuiuls 
by the scales. Mr. Belmont has a great affection 
for Henry of Navarre and regards him as one of 
the very greatest horses that ever carried liis 
colors. 'File horse is now tlie proiierty of the 
federal government, and is at tlie Front Royal 
experimental breeding station in Virginia, the ehair- 
man of tlie Jo<*key Club li:iviiig pres»*nted him to 
the war d»*p;irtnient soim* years ago in order to 
assist in the work of breeding i-avalry remounts, 
-Vs a sire of tlioronghlireds he was not a sueeess, 
nor has any other son of the Knight of Ellerslie 
achieved distim*tion in the stud. 

It was in the stud, however, tliat Domino showed 
his trm* greatness. After winning nineteen rat*«‘S 
out of twenty -five starts, for a total of $193.3.30. 
which is tin* record iierformance for this <*ountry, 
the "blaek whirlwind.” as he was term«*<L though 
his true color was a dark ehestmit. founded a great 
family of thoroughbreds, his fame lH*ing pei*iM*tuated 
chiefly through his son Commando. 

Tills horse was no doubt Ihiiiiiiio’s grt*atest son. 
and that he was a giKid race horse nolxidy will <lis- 
pnte. He was a inueh coarser tyin* than his dis- 
tinguished sire, and he Imre a iniieh stronger re- 
semlilanee to his dam. Einina C.. a daugliter of the 
New Zealainh*!* Dareliin, and the American mare 
Guenn. that he did to Domino. Guenn w’as by 
FIimmI and a noted stayer, and this cross seemed to 
be just what Domino needed. 

Cominaiido was a great big wilful two-year-old 
that wanted his own wa.v, and eanie pretty near 
having it. He was a rough and tniiilile customer 
at tin* jMist. and on one o<*<'asion in a race trieil to 
savage Bean tlallaiit at Morris Bark, crossing the 
entire width of the course to get at the Hildreth 
representative. He had the qualities w’hieh made 
fur success as a sire, and Colin. Peter Pan. Celt 
and many other splendid iK*rforiners came from 
his loins. 

Colin was no doubt liis best s<iii. and it is a ques- 
tion whether this country ever saw' a colt that w’as 
his sniH'rior. His imlH*aten recortl, with a list of 
fifteen victories ami $180,912 to his cre<lit. has 
never been eqnalleil. though it was approached by 
his stable (*oinpaniuii. Sysouliy. w'hich won four- 
teen times, including the dead heat with Race King 
in the Metroiiolitan Handicap. A few’ of Syson- 
by’s raees were as a three -year-old. and his total 
w'iunings exc*eeded those of Colin by a few thou- 
sand dollars, the exact figures being $184,438. 

Had Sysonby won the Futurity of 1904. for 
W'hich he started favorite at o<lds-on <*oiipled with 
VVihl Mint, he w'uuld hare far surpassed any rec- 
ord for w'inniugs in this <*ountry. An it w’aa he 
carried 127 iMinnds and finished third to Artful and 
'Fradition. Sysouliy had the outside isisition at the 
start and R«*dfern injudiciously crossed the course 
in the first eighth in order to reach the rail in- 



stead of sighting liis course for the elliow’. The 
race was worth $42.8S<1 to the great Whitney filly. 

'Flic public will never know hmv near they came 
to seeing a iiiateh lH*tweeii these great three-year- 
olds ;.t Brighton Beach the following year. 'Fhe 
mateh was practically made for $3,000 a side, with 
the assoi'iation adding a like amount, when there 
was a hitch and the race was abandoned. But 
Sysonby went the W’ay ..of TKimimi and died in the 
he.vday of his imw’ers ms a ra<*e horse and his skele- 
ton is now' on exhibition in the .Museum of Natural 
Histor.v in Central Park. 

Colin W’as the next meteor to flash across th. 
turf sky’ and his iihenomenal iierformances in 1904 
w’ill long be remenilM*red. They inelnded the Fiituti 
Ity and Fl.itbush Stakes, the chief t»*«ts of the 
autumn for a two-year-ohl. and the sou of Com- 
niaiuki and Pastor**ll;i will go down into histor.v as 
praetieally invineible. 'Fliat In* is in the stnil in 
Keiitui*ky after a s<ijourii in England is a source of 
congratulation, for Colin was tixi great a race horse 
and is a scion of to«i successful a family to lie an 
utter failure as a stoi k horse. 

Prior to ('olin’s and Sysonby’* da.v. but in the 
S'^me decade. Hamburg, a relative to IKimino on 
the dam’s side, demonstrated the Itrillianey of the 
Hanover-Mannie tira.v iross. This phenomenal eolt 
won with all kinds of weight in the saddle, his 
crowning achievement b«*ing the capturing of the 
Great Eastern Handicap with 133 iNiiinds up. Like 
Domino, he. too. has achieved distinction in the 
stud, his get lieing remarkable for their great size 
and handsonie eonforiiiation. 

'Fhere were other gisMl horses prominent at this 
time, chief among them Irish I.4ia, Hermis. Krmim- 
stiek. WaterlHiy. The Picket, Aecountant, Kinley 
.Mack, liiiii. .Vllan-a-Dale, Africander, Beldame, Ort 
Wells. Voter and Delhi. 

Irish Lail’s rare with Broomstick for the Brighton 
Handicap in 194H was one of the greatest exhibit- 
ions of bulldog courage ever seen in any eouiitrv. 
Mr. Dur.vea’s great foiir-year-old carried 127 iMiunds 
to the 104 of Broomstick, whieh W’as then a three- 
year-ohl. and though he broke down a quarter of a 
mile from home Broomsth’k had to hang up a 
r«*eord at the distance in order to beat him a few 
inches. 'Fhe first mile was covered in 1:37%, and 
the full distam-e in 2:02%. It was little wonder 
that the big s<in of Candelmas sired so many good 
winners for Mr. Duryea w’hen taken to France, for 
he had all the qualities which make for greatness 
wln*tlu*r on the track or in the stud. 

Hermis was admittedl.v the chief rival of Irish 
Lad. and there are giMxI judges who <*o|itcud that 
the “little red horse.” as he was affecthmatel.v 
termed, was one of the b«*st thoroughbreds of any 
IMTiml. Of perfect disinistion and possessing act- 
ion that was the iKK'tr.v of motion. In* was never in 
trouble ami could take advantage of the mishaps of 
others. 'Foiloy he is an hoiu>n*d menilier of the 
French governmental stud, having passed from the 
hands <if M. Edmond Blanc, who purchased him from 
his early owner, M. H. Zeigler of .New York and 
Cincinnati, who took the son of Hermence abrqad 
wh<*n rat'ing was crippled in this country some years 
ago, Behlanie was a phenomenally gmal Hlly* and 
ran man.v hrilliant raees as a two. three and foiir- 
.vear-old; in fa<*t she was the liest mare of her 
day. 

'Fhen came the era of Ballot. King James. Fitz- 
Herbert. Dalmatian and Novelty, after whieh there 
was a iiiatiis prior to the revival whieh is now in 
progress. Fitz lIerlM*rt. Ballot and Dalinatinn were 
first-class performers, and King James w’as a glut- 
ton for work and raceil so courageoiisl.v that he 
never knew when he was beaten. Ballot won every 
giMMl race in the I’nited States before going abroad, 
and he is making giMwl as a sire since his return 
from England, some of this season’s lx*st two-year- 
ohls lH*ing liy the handsome .son of Voter. 

'I'he horses from the Whitney stable, notably 
Whisk Bi’iKim II. and Ib*gret. have since the general 
resumption of racing perhaps enjoyed the center of 
the stage to a greater extent than those from other 
states, though Roainer is a pnlilie idol and has tieen, 
taking all things into eonsideratiou, a 4-lass by him- 
self. 'Fhe liig Whitney ehani)iion Whisk Broom II.. 
was a great race horse in England, and he showed 
some remarkable iierforinane«*s liere on his return to 
BriNikdale. and Regret was a marvel; hut no horse 
tliat ever was foaled iierliafis has run so many fast 
races with weight up. or worked .so many fast 
trials .*is Mr. Miller’s ehampion. whieh simply has 
to Ik* “set down” to the limit in order to show his 
top form. Stromboli and Borrow’, lioth good iier- 
formers at times, hut mit in Reamer’s elass w’hen 
it <*omes to raeing day in and day out. are fair 
horses, while Sliort Grass, whose form of lute has 
been improving, is a read gtMul iierforiner and may 
wind up the chamiiion of 1916. though he will have 
to iiieasiin* strides w’ith the best of Imth east and 
west and oven*ome opiMisition <if the must determin- 
ed eharaeter lM*fore lie <*an <*laim his erow’ii. 

IN*nnant's reeent victories have been w<inderful. 
and if his shin." diF not go b.iek on him he is likely 
ed I’haracter lH*fore he can claim his <*mw’n. 

Roamer’s iierformances recall the fact that Ken- 
tuckians have alw’ays regarded Old Rosebud as the 
superior of this remarkable pair of geldings. 'Fhey 
say that the late WiKulford Clay winihl never have 
sohl Ruanier if it hadn’t lieen for the fact that tin* 
Applegate two-year-ohl eonld gallop awa.v from 
him. Old Ros4*bnd, lij’ virtue of his Kentucky 

D«*rhy victory, when he established a record for 
that ra<*4*. must lie ranked as one of the best of the 
latter day iierformers. 

Among the thr4*e-year-olds of the <*iirrent sea.son 
it is difficult to nick any individual of outstanding 
quality. At one time Friar Rock looked the best, 
but Chicle tiMik him and others into camp tisi easily 
at .Vquednet to warrant Mr. Belmont’s colt lieing 
regarded as the champion. 

But Cliiile has gone wrong and will hardl.v be 
set*ii again this season. 'Fhe s.anie is true of Domi- 
nant and Bromo. iNith remarkably fleet colts as 
two-year-olds, ami trainer Rowe is to b«* sympa- 
thized with as he ha* few sound iiorses in his 
stable. 'Fhnnderer would b«* a colt of the highest 
quality, but he. tiMi. is on the suspicious list, and 
rac«*goers will renicmlH*r that 'Fhe Sun (-ailed at- 
tention to the fact that his kii**es liad been punch 
tired the first time he ever went to the iiost. Spur 
and Friar Rock of the eastern contingent call for 
more praise than any of the others. It w’as thought 
in the 'Fravers Stakes at Saratoga that .Mr. liel- 
moiit’s colt W’as the master of the Butler cham- 
pions, but after Spur p.ii-ked 129 iMiunds and gave 
Star Hawk 13 pounds and a nose beating in 2:03. 
Sam Hildreth, who trains tlie Belmont horses, 
said to a friend: 

”I don’t think there’s a three-year-old in Amer- 
ica that could have lH*aten Spur tmlay.” 

Hildreth has every right to hold Spur In high 
esteem. He owm*d and raeed his sire. King James, 
for y(*ars. and Spur is a chip off the old bUn-k. 
King Jaiii(*s w’as .i marvellously courageous horse 
ami he never gave up till the wire was passed. 
He won many great raees for Hildrt-Hi. and is 
now . -It tlie he.-ul of Hi-nry 'F. Oxnard’s stud in 
Virginia. wh(*ri* Spur w’as hr(*d. Mr. Oxnard came 
all the waj- from rpiH*rville to se«* the Travers 
and was the happiest man on the grounds when the 
bulldog got his nose in front at the wire. 

Dodge, the winner of the Latonia and American 
Derby s. on his western form, hniks like being as 
go(Hl as any three -year -old in sight. He will lie 
seen at Saratoga, and racegoers will have a eham-e 
to look over a real eolt w’hen the son of Jim tJaff- 
ney goes to the iHist. e<{ually at home on a heavy 
or fast course. 

It is too early to make any definite predictions 
eoiieerning the tw’u-year-olds. as there are many 
good colts that have not yet gom* to the iKist. 
(3inipfire w’ould seem to lie the best to date, ami 
Mr. Wilson is singularly fortuiuite at the very 
outset of his cari'cr as a breeder to produce sih’Ii 
a giMHl race horse. 'Fliis son of Olanibula should 
not have suffered a defeat to date. When he ran 
at Jamaica and finished lM*hiiid Arnold he was 
suffering from a blind splint and w’as started against 
the judgment of trainer 'Fhonias Healey, while in 
the United States Hotel Stakes at Saratoga, on 
the ofiening day. Sehuttinger pulled him up at the 
start ami made no effort for the prizi*. He showed 
his form the following Saturday, how’ever. when he 
pic’ked lip 123 pounds and gallo|ied a fast field dizzy 
in the Sanford Memorial, w’hieh he won cantering.
